Sixty-Seven Houses Are Due to Shut 
Down on May 10 

Edmonton.— Export liquor houses 
‘in Alberta will go out of business un- 
der the provisions of the act just pas- 
sed by the provincial legislature on 
May 10, 30 days after the passing of 
the act being allowed them before the 
closure takes place. Sixty-seven ex- 
port houses now doing business with- 
jin the province will be affected by the 
closing order, It is understood that 
liquor exporters propose testing out 
the new legislation and will possibly 
appeal to the courts. According to 
the terms of the new act, only Dom- 
inion bonded warehouses will be per- 
mitted in Alberta after May 10.—Li- 
censes for such establishments will be 
issued from Ottawa after consultation 
with the Alberta attorney-gencral, 
whose sanction, it is understood, must 
be secured before licenses are issued. 
The attorncy-general has already in- 
timated that he will not sanction such 
licenses. 


Sabjecis of British Crown 


Indians Do Not Wish to be Called 
Allies 

Ottawa.—‘It is all a lot of poppy- 
cock for these men to come here and 
talk about us being allics and not sub- 
jects. We are British subjects and in- 
deed proud of it,” said Licut. Martin, 
a returned officer and an Indian from 
the Six Nations tribe, before the com- 
mittee on the Indian act. 

He declared that councillors had 
not only hindered the progress of ed- 
ucation, but actually urged their fel- 
low Indians not to enlist. 

“If we had a government of our 
own, we might talk of being allies, 
but we are, once and for all, British 
subjects and good Canadian citizens,” 
added Lieut. Martin, a sally which 
brought applause from the committee. 

Along with brother officers Lieut. 
Martin bitterly denounced councillors 
on the reserves, The system was pos 
itively rotten, they urged, many of the 
councillors being unable to read or 
write. 

Ex-Chief Tifothy, an aged meinber 
of the Chipewas reserve, vigorously 
urged that they were British subjects, 
and created a surprise by pleading for 
compulsory enfranchisement.

the Russians had opened fire on Jap- 
anese sentries and patrols, and attack- 
ed the Japanese marines supply train.

Col. Morden Says 
Ottawa May Be 
Capital of Empire 


Ottawa,— Addressing members of 

the Empire Parliamentary Association 
at a dinner in the Rideau Club, Col. 
Grant Morden, a member of the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, declared that 
the idea that Canada, having become 
a nation within the British Empire, 
was strong enough to stand alone was 
not only a fallacious, but a dangerous 
view. Other speakers during the ev- 
ening were Senator Foster and Hon, 
acKenzie King. 
Col. Morden scouted the idea that 
Britain had been ruined by the war, 
It was true he said, that Britain had 
a debt of eight billion pounds, but 
more than ninety per cent. of this 
was an internal debt and the balance 
was more than doubly covered by the 
loans made the allies, The country 
was exceedingly poor after the Na- 
poleonic wars, as compared with to- 
day. 

Colonel Morden paid“a tribute to 
Lloyd George, who had proved him- 
self a leader enabling Britain to win 
the war, and who was now showing 


himself a great statesman a:fd mast- 
er of reconstruction, 

Co-operation and combination was 
being applied in industry in Britain 
with success. This aight apply as 
well to the politics of the empire at 
large. If the capital and experience 
vf the motherland could be combined 
with the resources of the overseas 
dominions, then there was a bright 
future in sight for all parts of the 
empire, The empire would be able 
to maintain her. position as first in 
the world, Canada had the resources 
and if they were wiscly devcloped, 
Col, Morden would not be surprised, 
he said, to see this Dominion and Ot- 
tawa, in many senses at least, the cap- 
ital of the empire. A good govern- 
ment, which would protect the inter- 
ests of all classes, was a necessity to 
induce people to come to Canada, and 
people were needed as well as capital 
to develop resources,

If 
our civilization is better than that of 
Germany we shall win, ultimately, and 
if our civilization is worse than that 
of Germany, we shall be defeated, ul- 
timately—and we shall deserve to be 
defeatec. But I rather think that 
neither of these alternatives will be 
the result. I rather think that the 
test of the war will show that there 
are elements in German civilization 
that are better than ours, and elem- 
ents in ours that are better than 
theirs, and that the good clements wi'l 
survive and form the basis of a new 
civilization better than either.” 

“If that is so,” Dave replied, “if this 
war is but the working out of immu- 
table law which proposes to put all 
the elements of civilization to the su- 
preme test and retain only those 
which are justifiable by that test, why 
should I—or any one else—fight? And 
he added as an afterthought, “what 
about that principle of forgivenc¥s?” 

“We must fight,” she answered, “be- 
cause it is the law that we must fight;

| Sheep Shearing Gite, 
As A Profession 


Man of Average Skill and Strength 
Makes About $30 A Day 

Phoenix, Arizona.—Just now, while 
500,000 sheep are being relieved of 
(their winter overcoats, while herded 
on the grassy plains north of this 
city, the itinerant sheepshcarer is ag- 
ain in evidence, having come from the 
extremes of the world. Possibly 100 
expert machine-shearers now are in 
Arizona and not one of them is an 
Arizonan, Nearly all are English and 
Australian, generally well educated, 
assuredly intelligent and every one an 
athlete, as daily he has to handle from 
100 to 200 sheep, work that no weak- 
ling could accomplish. 

The shearing of the year with these 
fhen starts in Arizona, their work henge 
consuming the months of February, 
march and April. By May they are 
in Nevada or Utah, and by June they 
are drifting into Montana, Then a 
few of them work still farther north- 
ward into Canada, usually in their 
own automobiles, while others take 
the steamer from San Francisco to 
Australia or South America, for the 
springtime shearing of the Antipodes. 
The very same crews will be back 
next February to the southern Ariz- 
ona shearing camps, or the same nor- 
|thern migration behind the melting 
snows, 

Shearing in Arizona is done almost 
entirely by machine, by piecework. 
The fleece, usually weighing about 
7% pounds, stripped neatly from 
the animal and thrown aside with a 
kick of the foot as the shearer is 
reaching for another subject. This 
year the shearer is paid from 18 to 


age ski!l and strength makes about $30 
a day. His pay has come up rapidly 
of late years, but the woolgrowers do 
not cavil, for their own profits haye 
increased and they have come to rely 
upon the steadiness and skill of the 
annual visitors.
